BUDGET SPEECH 2009-06-25 

POLOKWANE MUNICIPALITY 

EXECUTIVE MAYOR THABO MAKUNYANE 



Madam Speaker, nine years ago we took office here inspired by the principles that were embodied in the Freedom Charter 
as adopted 53 years ago by the Kliptown Congress of the people on the 26th June 1955. 

This timeless document states: “that South Africa belongs to all who live in it, black and white, and that no 
government can justly claim authority unless it is based on the will of all the people; that our people have 
been robbed of their birthright to land, liberty and peace by a form of government founded on injustice 
and inequality; that our country will never be prosperous or free until all our people live in brotherhood, 
enjoying equal rights and opportunities; that only a democratic state, based on the will of all the people, 
can secure to all their birthright without distinction of colour, race, sex or belief;. ..And we pledge ourselves 
to strive together, sparing neither strength nor courage, until the democratic changes here set out have 
been won.“ 

In his State of the Nation Address, in June 2009, our President Cde. Jacob Zuma emphasised that 

“For as long as there are South Africans who die from preventable disease; 

For as long as there are workers who struggle to feed their families and who battle to find work; 




For as long as there are communities without clean water, decent shelter or proper sanitation; 

For as long as there are rural dwellers unable to make a decent living from the land on which they live; 

For as long as there are women who are subjected to discrimination, exploitation or abuse; 

For as long as there are children who do not have the means nor the opportunity to receive a decent 
education; 

We shall not rest, and we dare not falter, in our drive to eradicate poverty.” 

This is still the battle cry of the African National Congress. Our battle cry as we rally all sector of society to join hands to 
rid our country of the scourge of poverty, unemployment and underdevelopment. 

Our fundamental departure point as stated in the Reconstruction and Development document is that “No political 
democracy can survive and flourish if the majority of its people remain in poverty, without land, without their basic needs 
being met and without tangible prospects for a better life. Attacking poverty and deprivation will therefore be the first 
priority of the democratic government”. 

But poverty is understood differently in different quarters. Some people see it as a condition to be sympathized with - 
through humanitarian outpouring of food parcels and old clothes. Others see it as lack of education, poor health, infant 
mortality, HIV-Aids etc. Still others see it as powerlessness over decisions, structures and processes that affect one’s life. 

But we see poverty in a holistic way. It is all of these and more. We see poverty as multi-dimensional 

• as vulnerability to trends long term trends like inflation, desertification - to shocks like sudden death or sickness of 
a family member, animal diseases or crop failure and seasonalities over which one has no control - inflation, draughts, 
diseases etc 

• It is lack of access to natural capital, arable land, river systems, minerals or forests 

• It is lack of access to Human Capital - proper education. Skills, vital information Healthcare, well being 

• It is lack of access to financial capital - Microcredit, exchangeables, remittances, entitlements 

• Lack of access to Physical capital - potable water, proper sanitation, energy, communication systems. Housing 

Infrastructure 

• Lack of access to Social Capital - social networks that help to mitigate vulnerability or improve access to resources, 
information and influence, Stokvels, burial societies, family networks etc. 

• Most of all it is powerlessness over decisions, processes, institutions that affect ones life 

Addressing issues of physical capital alone will not push back the frontiers of poverty, giving people social grants on its own 
will not address poverty. Any effort to address poverty has to start with the people themselves, to empower them and to 
build their capacity and their confidence to take charge of their own lives. To provide them with the skills the education 
and the know-how to rebuild their own lives and most of all, to give them the space and the power to influence and shape 
the processes and decisions that affect their lives. 


As government alone we cannot do all of these things, the NGOs have a role to play, the private sector, political parties, 
families. Schools, social clubs. We all have an important role to play. It is our collective effort, united in action working 
towards a common vision that we can begin to liberate our people from poverty. Together we can do more. 

Madam Speaker 

In 2000 we inherited an institution whose structure, policies, mindset and ethos were designed and geared on the one 
hand to serve the social, political and economic interests of a geographically and racially defined minority and on the other, 
to control, suppress and exclude the vast majority of our people. It was not an instrument that could be used to effect the 
transformation that could bring us closer to the non-racial, non-sexist, democratic and prosperous dispensation that we 
all desired. It was our mandated task to transform it. 

From the onset we defined our task in four key performance areas derived from our constitutional mandate: 

1 . To meet the basic needs of our people in water, sanitation, electricity, housing, roads and storm water drainage etc. 

2. To promote the local economic development of all our people 

3. To mobilise, educate and empower our people to become active agents of change 

4. To transform the municipality into a vehicle of service and development for all our people. 

In 2005 we added the consideration that in all that we do, we have to look not only at our own interests but those of our 
contemporaries and of future generations and most of all at our environmental footprint. Issues of sustainability of the 
institution, our programmes and the environment and its ecological systems became the fifth key performance area in line 
with the national strategic framework for local government and the global approach to sustainable development. 

BASIC SERVICES 

Madam Speaker the United Nations Development Programme, Human Development Report 2006 points out that: 

“Throughout history human progress has depended on access to clean water and on the ability of societies 
to harness the potential of water as a productive resource, water for life in the household and water for 
livelihoods through production are two of the foundations for human development, Yet for a large section 
of humanity these foundations are not in place.” 

The report goes on to state that 

"Safe water and sanitation are fundamental to human development. When people are deprived in these areas, they face 
diminished opportunities to realize their potential as human beings. Unsafe water and inadequate sanitation are two of 
the great drivers of world poverty and inequality.They claim millions of lives, destroy livelihoods, compromise dignity and 
diminish prospects for economic growth. Poor people, especially poor women and children, bear the brunt of the human 


costs. 


Over the years we have always placed a sustainable access to adequate, clean and affordable water as our highest priority 
especially in those areas where women and children used to spend precious hours every day getting water to meet their 
basic household needs. 

Between 2001-02 and 2008-09 we have spent an amount R965 308 000 on water services to supply 106 896 with clean 
potable water. We have also divided our municipality into 14 Regional Water Schemes. In each of these schemes we are 
working to ensure that there is enough bulk supply, storage and reticulation to meet the basic needs of our people. 

The outbreak of cholera and other waterborne diseases has forcefully brought to the fore issues of water quality and the 
state of our waste water and sewerage purification systems. Although we can attest to the high quality of our water, we 
are putting aside an amount of R2 578 000 to upgrade our Water Laboratory. 

Sanitation -from 2006-07 we have started on rural sanitation as a separate programme under the water and sanitation 
unit. We have already spent R55 000 000 on this programme to service 65 019 households 

Electricity is a powerful means of improving the quality of our people’s lives. It has transformed the lives of our people in 
many ways. For lighting it has helped our people to prolong their productive hours, to fight crime, to enable the youth to 
study better. It has cut the long precious hours that were used to search for firewood; it has helped in food preservation 
and in pumping of water. It has also facilitated communication and flow of information by allowing the easy spread of new 
technologies like cellphones, TVs and computers. 

Over the past nine years we have also prioritised the electrification of low income areas as part of building integrated 
sustainable human settlements. Since 2001 we have electrified 26 613 households. 

But still the numbers of households without electricity and the pace of Electrification is unacceptable. If we are to meet 
the Millennium Development Goals and especially our national goal of universal access by 20 1 2 the pace of electrification 
has to be accelerated dramatically. To play our part in service delivery in this field in the last 2 years we have put aside R36 
million for rural electrification. This year we are putting in another R2I 000 000 to electrify over 3500 new households 
in the Eskom area. 

Roads are an important means to facilitate mobility and access to jobs, goods and services in the most remote areas. 
Access to a safe, reliable and affordable transport service for our people is dependent on a good road network. Besides 
our programmes of maintaining the rural gravel road networks we have introduced a new programme of tarring arterial 
roads that link number of villages with the main road networks. These roads are usually used by public transport and other 
service providers like bakeries, health services etc. We are putting R42 298 000 into this programme 


2010 


In less than 12 months Polokwane will be one of the 9 cities to host the first FIFA World Cup to be held on the African 
Soil. The eyes of the whole world - from Tasmania to Canada, from Mongolia to Chile, potential investors and tourists 
will be watching South Africa and Polokwane will be right in the middle of it. What is it that is different that we can offer 
these potential visitors - that can attract them to our fireside? 

Over the past few years we have gone through a process of planning design construction, benchmarking and in these 
coming 12 months it is time for implementation and operations. In the time available we may not be able to elaborate 
on all the plans for this mother of all mega events. The unifying logic for all our activities in the preparation for 2010 has 
always been the following: 

• To accelerate investment in essential infrastructure that will improve quality of life for all beyond 2010 

• To position Polokwane and the Province as a destination of choice for the thousands of tourists who will be visiting 
SA beyond 20 1 0. 

• To attract investment that will grow the economy and reduce poverty and unemployment 

• To reduce the city’s carbon footprint and to raise our people’s awareness of environmental issues around Waste 
management, transport, energy, water and air quality 

• To host a World class African Event. To develop World Class service standards in

Tourists attractions (Eco., Cultural, Adventure, Sports) 

Food Services 

Service Standards (treat people like royalty - Batho Pele) 

Promote local produce

other sectors and future generations to meet theirs we shall therefore

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


Polokwane Municipality is the host city for FIFA World Cup 2010. Considerations have been taken into 
account that exactly I year is left before the 20 1 0 tournament takes off in South Africa and on the African 
soil for the first time in the history of football. Being the capital city of Limpopo, care has been taken 
for considerable growth and development taking place within our Africa’s City of Stars. The community 
survey results undertaken by statistics South Africa has shown a rapid growth in terms of population with 
an increase of 53 500 individuals from 2001 statistics which was 508 200, which is approximately 1.75% 
annual increase and 10.5% increases over 6 years. This has resulted in the grading of the Municipality 
being raised from grade 4 to grade 5 in terms of the current determination of upper limit on Councilors 
allowances from the 2008/2009 financial year. 

TOTAL BUDGET 


The total capital budget is R 1, 322, 338, 000 and the operational budget is R 1, 227, 947,000 for 2009/2010 financial year. The 
total budget is R2,550,285,000. 

CAPITAL BUDGET 

The Integrated Development Plan informed the capital budget according to priorities of the Municipality.The total capital 
budget amounts to R 1, 322,338,000, R645,682,800 and R674,968,000for2009/20l0,20l0/20l I and 201 1/2012 respectively. 
A detailed source of funding outline for the current and outer financial years is indicated on schedule on page ? 

HIGHLIGHTS 

A detailed capital budget is attached as annexure on page 73, 74 and 75 for New Projects and Roll-overs from 2008/2009 
financial year.

OPERATIONAL BUDGET 

The total operational budget for the financial year 2009/20 1 0, and two outer years are R 1 ,227,947,000, R 1 , 1 00,500 and 
Rl , 1 38,234 respectively. 


The equitable share on the operational budget 2009/2010 amounts to R240, 000, 000. Areas with which the operational 
budget will be utilized for includes: 

• Salaries, wages and allowances 

• Councilors remuneration 

• Repairs and maintenance 

• Interest on loans. 

LEGISLATION 

Below are the legislative requirements that guide the budget preparation process: 

MUNICIPAL STRUCTURE ACT 

The Municipal Structure Act (Act No. I 17 of 1998) as amended, under section 56: Functions and Powers of Executive 
Mayor, states that the Executive Mayor shall: 

a) Identify the needs of the Municipality. 

b) Review and evaluate those needs in order of priority. 

c) Recommend to the municipal Council strategies, programmes and services to address priority needs 
through the integrated development plan and estimates of revenue and expenditure, taking into account 
any applicable national and provincial development plans. 

d) Recommend or determine the best methods, including partnership and other approaches, to deliver those 
strategies, programmes and services to the maximum benefit of the community. 

Legislation also requires municipalities to compile operating and capital budget on an annual basis. The operating and 
capital budgets must balance (i.e. may not reflect a deficit) and must be prepared in accordance with the integrated 
development plan. 

MUNICIPAL FINANCE MANAGEMENT ACT 

Section 1 6(2) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003), (MFMA) dealing with legislative compliance 
regarding the tabling of the annual budget states inter alia that: 

“the Mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council meeting at least 90 days before the start of the 
budget year.” 

Section 21(1) of the MFMA, which deals with the budget preparation process, stipulates that the Executive Mayor must: 

a) Co-ordinate the processes for preparing the annual budget and for reviewing the municipality’s integrated 
development plan and budget-related policies to ensure that the tabled budget and any revisions of the 
integrated development plan and budget-related policies are mutually consistent and credible. 


b) At least 10 months before the start of the budget year, table in the municipal council a time schedule 
outlining key deadlines for: 

I. the preparation, tabling and approval of the annual budget. 

II. the annual review of: 

• the integrated development plan in terms of section 34 of the Municipal Systems Act. 

• the budget related policies. 

III the tabling and adoption of any amendment to the integrated Development plan and the budget 
related policies. 

IV any consultative processes forming part of the processes referred to in sub-paragraph (i) (ii) 
and (iii). 

The approval of the Budget Is regulated by section 24 of the MFMA, which states as follows: 

1 . The municipal council must at least 30 days before the start of the budget year consider approval of the 
annual budget. 

2. An annual budget: 

a) Must be approved before the start of the budget year. 

b) Must be approved together with the adoption by the council of the resolutions as may be necessary 
for: 

i) Imposing any municipal tax for the budget year. 

ii) Setting any municipal tariffs for the budget year. 

iii) Approving measurable performance objectives for each vote in the budget. 

iv) Approving any changes to the municipality’s budget-related policies. 

BUDGET SCHEDULES 

The following budget schedule: 

1. Schedule I - Revenue by source. 

The schedule reflects revenue by source amounting to a total of R 1, 390,432,000 for the 2009/2010 
financial year. 

2. Schedule 2 - Operating expenditure by vote . 

The Municipality defines the vote to be referring to the Strategic Business Unit. Within the vote transfer 
of funds can be shifted and if it requires another vote, then item has to be approved by the Mayoral 
Committee. The total operating budget for the 2009/20 1 0 financial year equal to R 1 ,227,947,000. 

3. Schedule 3 - Capital expenditure by vote on page ? 

The schedule presents the capital budget of R 1 ,322,338,000 for financial year 2009/2010 per vote.

Schedule 4 - Capital funding by source on page ?. 

The schedule represents the source of funding for capital expenditure. For financial year 2009/2010 it 
shows that grant dependency on capital expenditure is 64.92%. Own contribution makes 35.08%.

SUPPORTING DOCUMENTATION 

BUDGET PROCESS OVERVIEW 

Section 53 (I) of the MFMA stipulates that the mayor of a municipality must provide general political guidance over the 
budget process and the priorities that guide the preparation of the budget. 

Section 21(1) of the MFMA states that the Mayor of a municipality must coordinate the processes for preparing the annual 
budget and for reviewing the municipality’s Integrated Development Plan (IDP) and budget-related policies to ensure that 
the tabled budget and any revisions of the IDP and budget-related policies are mutually consistent and credible. 

Furthermore, this section also states that the Mayor must at least 1 0 months before the start of the budget year, table in 
municipal council, a time schedule outlining key deadlines for the preparation, tabling and approval of the annual budget. 

The IDP/Budget process plan as presented is developed in view of the fact that the municipality is the closest interface 
between community and government (all three spheres), to consult communities on matters of national and provincial 
functions.This process will lead to the formulation of IDP/Budget that includes the needs of the community with respect 
to local services provided by all three spheres of government. The process plan hereunder details the program to be 
followed during the IDP review process, while also ensuring that the budget is informed by the plan:

VISION 

A safe, prosperous and caring municipality, free of poverty and inequality; promoting participatory development and 
providing sustainable quality services for a better life for all. 

MISSION 

To build prosperity, eradicate poverty and inequality, promote the social, political and economic empowerment of all our 
people through sustainable delivery of quality services, community participation, promotion of local economic development 
and smart administration. 

VALUE STATEMENT 

We shall strive, in all our activities and programmes to be responsive, efficient, effective, transparent, informative, 
competitive, accountable, representative, consultative, loyal, honest and empowering. 

IDP STRATEGIC OBJECTIVES 

Polokwane Municipality has adopted the sustainable development approach to inform both the IDP and resource allocation 
(budget process). Integrated Development Plan (IDP) is the principal strategic planning tool that guides and informs all 
planning, development and decision-making in the municipality. Poverty eradication and job creation are critical ingredients 
of sustainable economic development. The integrated development plan has a number of clear objectives and intended 
impacts such as consultative process, strategic process and implementation-oriented process. The primary objective of 
the IDP is to accelerate service delivery by providing a framework for economic and social development. In line with the 
above-mentioned objectives, we have adopted the following Key Performance Areas; 

Polokwane Municipality’s development plan needs to align with National and Provincial initiatives to ensure optimal impact 
from the combined efforts of government. In this regard there are five critical elements:Accelerated and Shared Growth- 
South Africa (ASGI-SA), National Spatial Development Perspective (NSDP), National Strategy for Sustainable Development 
(NSSD), Provincial Growth and Development Strategy (PGDS) and Provincial Spatial Development Framework (PSDF). 
All these feed into and influence the IDP. 

SERVICE DELIVERY AND INFRASTRUCTURE DEVELOPMENT 

The delivery of basic services and provision of infrastructure is the most important element of poverty eradication. 
The council noted the fact that the provisions of economic and social infrastructure to communities facilitate the local 
economic development. This key performance area focusses on services rendered directly to the communities, such as 
water, sanitation, electricity, solid waste management, environmental management, roads, housing and community facilities. 


The council has resolved to accelerate the provision of these services, especially water, sanitation and electricity through 
three-year budgeting cycles. 

MUNICIPALTRANSFORMATIONAND INSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

This key performance area focuses on the availability and implementation of programmes that transform the municipality 
to cope with the ongoing and ever-changing community needs as well as being a learning organization. Institutional 
transformation is a necessary condition to achieve the strategic objectives of the developmental governance.

BUDGET RELATED POLICIES OVERVIEW AND AMENDMENT 


Property Rates 

Council’s policy pertaining to revenue from Assessment Rates is to stay within the national average of Municipalities of a 
similar size, being a constant percentage of total revenue to be generated by the Municipality.The assessment rate growth 
rate increase of I % and a tariff increase of 5.4% result in 1 5.65% of total own revenue to be generated by the municipality. 

By following this approach dependency on trading services and more particularly electricity is limited. 

Rates policy has been developed during the 2007/2008 financial year as required by the Local Government; Municipal 
Property Rates Act (Act No.56 of 2003) hereafter referred to as MPRA. MPRA was assented to by the Presented on 
the I Ith of May 2004 and it came into operation on 02/07/2005 as proclaimed on government gazette no.27720 dated 
29/06/2005. 

Investment & Cash Management Policy 

Investment Policy has been reviewed in order to be in line with Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act 
(Act no 56 of 2003) hereafter referred to as the MFMA, Municipal investment regulation No. 2743 1 dated 0 1 April 2005 
and has been submitted to Council for approval. The draft also served during the performance Audit Committee meeting. 
Investments are made in terms of the Municipal Investment regulation No. 27431. 

Supply Chain Management 

Supply Chain Management policy which is in line with the MFMA; Municipal Supply Chain Management Regulations has 
been approved by Council during the meeting held in December 2005. As the Municipality has been identified as a high 
capacity municipality, the policy is being implemented. 

All the required committee structures are in place and are functioning effectively. Whilst the municipality is working at 
making these new processes operate more efficiently and effectively, it is considered that the municipality is currently 
complying with the MFMA and NT guidance and the policy is currently under review. 

Asset Management Policy 

Council has approved the Asset Management Policy during its meeting held in September 2004. The policy is being 
implemented. Amongst other things, the policy sets a threshold of R 1 0 000.00 for the capitalization of an asset. In addition, 
the policy sets out an estimated useful life for each asset class, for the purpose of determining annual depreciation. 
Section 122 (3) of the MFMA stipulates that the annual financial statements and consolidated annual financial statements 
must be prepared in accordance with generally recognized accounting practice prescribed in terms of section 91 (I) (b). 


In order to address this, the Accounting Standards Board was formed in 2003. This Board is responsible for issuing 
accounting standards that will be applicable to all municipalities and municipal entities in South Africa. The Board has 
released several exposure Drafts during 2003 and 2004. Polokwane is in the process of implementing these standards 
as part of the total implementation of generally Accepted Municipal Accounting Model but the guidelines were later 
withdrawn. 

The other challenge that still remains is that assets are still recorded at the capitalized historical cost and are not re- 
valued to current values. In some instances not all non- current assets of the former areas incorporated into Polokwane 
Municipality were recorded. There have been inconsistencies in the past as to how expenditure is determined to be of a 
capital nature and thus increasing assets in the balance sheet.This problem will be rectified as part of the implementation 
of the MFMA and the review of processes through the implementation of the new financial system. Council has also 
approved the appointment of consultants to verify all assets owned by the municipality. The process is underway and at 
its final stage. 

During June 2005, national Treasury issued Circular No. 18 which deals with matters of reporting, specifically in terms of 
the new accounting standards, the annual financial statements, disclosures and the approach to implementation. Circular 18 
is a follow up of guidelines on the new capital Accounting Model, which were withdrawn during 2004. Included in Circular 
No. 1 8 are guidelines on the implementation of approved standards of generally recognized accounting practice. Chapter 
2 of the guidelines talks about accounting for Property, Plant and Equipment. Implementation of chapter 2 of the guideline 
will bring changes in the presentation of the financial statements. 

Surpluses on trading services 

Any surplus arising from the operation of the trading services being, water, electricity, sanitation and refuse removal are 
transferred to Rate and General Service to subsidize services that do not break even and to alleviate the pressure on 
these services. 

Credit control and Debt Collection policy 

Council adopted a credit control and debt collection policy during the 2003/2004 financial year after comments were 
invited from the public. During the 2004/2005 financial year, public participation was conducted in three clusters. The 
public participation process was completed and Council approved the policy during November 2005. The implementation 
of the policy was started shortly after the approval. In order for the implementation to be successful, water and electricity 
strategic business units have also included in their service delivery and budget implementation plan programmes which will 
assist in revenue of the municipality to be collected in full. 

BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS 

When preparing the budget for Polokwane Municipality, considerations have been taken with respect to National Treasury 
circulars and guidelines. Circulars and Notice by Eskom and the Board of Lepelle Northern Water were taken into 
consideration in order to draw a credible and realistic budget as required by National Treasury. Indications of percentage 


salary increases are still outstanding as there is no agreement yet. 10% was factored into the budget. 

The critical assumption that was put on the budget was in respect of growth percentage increase which is estimated at 
1% per annum. This is a lower growth rate compared to the past. It is influenced by the global economic meltdown which 
has affected the property market severely. 

Investment in fixed capital expanded rapidly in 2006 and will remain a key support to GDP growth over the medium term. 
It is expected that during financial year 2010/201 I there will be influx of visitors for the 2010 FIFA World Cup which 
we host. FIFA has allocated four matches to Peter Mokaba Stadium in the month long tournament. The identity of the 
countries which will play in Polokwane will be revealed at a draw to be held in Cape Town in December 2009. 


During the 2007/2008 financial year, tariffs were increased by 5.6% in order to fund the operational requirement for the 
Municipality the following increases are proposed;

On yearly basis the Minister of Local Provincial Government, M F Mufamadi set the upper limit on determination of 
councilors’ allowances.The provision made on the 2008/2009 financial year is the new grading for the municipality at grade 
5 as the population has increased from the community survey results published. Cost of living (inflation) annual increase 
has been set at 5.4%.The payment of allowances to councilors will be made using the upper limit gazette available during 
payment of such allowances.The total budget for councilor allowance equals to R 1 9, 1 72,000. 

Senior Officials 

The total budget for 2008/2009 senior official employed in terms of section 56,57 of Municipal System Act equal to 
R7,200,000. 

Other Municipal Staff 

The total budget for other municipal staff for 2008/2009 amounts to R329,30l,000. 

The total budget in respect of councilors allowance and officials equal to R355,673,000. 

MONTHLY CASH FLOW BY SOURCE 

The Annexure on page ? presents the monthly projection on cash inflow and outflow. No bridging overdraft will be 
required.Although anticipated collection of revenue fluctuates seasonally, it will not require the municipality to take a bank 
overdraft. 

Measurable performance objectives. 

The Annexure on page ? provides information regarding the measurable objectives in line with the IDP.A detailed service 
delivery and budget implementation plan which is approved by the Executive Mayor shows the measurable performance 
objectives and annual targets which each directorate must achieve and become part of the performance agreement for 
all sections of employees. 


DISCLOSURE ON IMPLEMENTATION OF MFMAAND OTHER LEGISLATION 


The promulgation of the MFMA has brought a profound effect on the local government operations as it necessitated 
changes and transformation in financial planning processes. The medium-term budget for 2009/2010 - 2010/201 I and 
201 1/2012 financial years is an expression of a continuous process of improving the financial planning progresses at 
municipal level and conform to formats and circulars sent by National Treasury. 

Integrated Development Plan 

The plan guides the municipality in respect of the budgeting process and takes account of community needs and their 
priorities in terms of the needs identified and service gaps. Consultation with communities and other stakeholders plays 
a major role in the development of the IDP. 

Budget 

The budget process started In August 2008 when council approved the budget time schedule. The budget was submitted 
for tabling to Council on the 28th May 2009. Approval of the budget was on the 30th June 2009. 

Annual Report 

The annual report has been developed for 2006/2007 but a chapter on financial statements is unavailable as we await the 
audit report from the Auditor General for audited annual financial statements for that year. 

In-year reporting 

The municipality submits and provides financial reports as required in terms of MFMA to various line departments and 
treasuries as identified on an ongoing basis.The municipality has been implementing and complying with the provisions of 
the MFMA. 

Budget and Treasury offices 

A budget and treasury office has been established in accordance with the MFMA.A Supply Chain Management Unit has 
also been established and reports to the Chief Financial Officer. 

The Supply Chain Management Policy has been approved by Council. The unit of Supply Chain Management is headed 
by the SCM Manager who reports to the Chief Financial Officer. Three bid Committees are in place. Namely: the bid 
specification Committee, the bid evaluation committee and the bid adjudication committee. 

Audit Function 

The municipality has an Internal Audit Unit, headed by a manager who reports to the Municipal Manager. Other work 
related to the audit function is outsourced to KPMG.

3. REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE MAYOR 


In respect of the multi-year budget for the period 2009 to 20 1 2, the Executive Mayor sketched the background by saying 
that on 25 June 2009 the budget was tabled at the Council meeting as well as an item whereby the valuation roll was 
rejected and the contract of the valuer be terminated which resulted in the fact that the old valuation roll [under the 
Rating Ordinance of 1 977] is still in place, even though legislation requires that with effect from I July 2009, municipalities 
had to implement their respective new valuation rolls. 

Due to the fact that as from I July 2009 the Municipality will not have a new valuation roll as required by legislaion and the 
fact that the new valuation roll was rejected by Council, the MEC for Local Government and Housing was approached to 
give directives to pass the budget based on the existing valuation roll. 

After consultation, the MEC for Local Government and Housing informed that legislation does not make provision for 
its intervention in this regard and the matter will be taken up with the Minister of Local Government and Housing; 
furthermore that both the MECs for Local Government and Housing and Finance cannot condone the passing of the 
budget in line with the existing valuation roll. 

The Executive Mayor proposed that the Multi-year Budget for 2009 to 20 1 2 be approved in line with the existing valuation 
roll. 

4. COMMENTS OF THE DA’S COUNCILLOR J DE KLERK 

CIr de Klerk stated that although the opposition appreciated the constructive manner in which the ANC involved the 
opposition to resolve the problem, the dilemma remains that the Municipality does not have a valid valuation roll, which 
problem can only be resolved by Parliament. He furthermore stated that in terms of the budget, property rates will be 
levied in terms of the existing valuation roll under the Rating Ordinance I I of 1977 and this could result in legal action 
against the Council. 

CIr de Klerk subsequently stated that in principle the Executive Mayor’s proposal that the budget be approved, cannot be 
supported and counter-proposed accordingly.

4.6 A rebate will only be granted in respect of a property on which only one dwelling is erected and such 
dwelling be occupied by the applicant and his/her dependants. 

4.7 The rebate will only be granted if the applicant and his/her wife/husband are not the registered owner of 
other premises, irrespective where such premises is situated, than the premises occupied by him/her. 

4.8 The required information must be confirmed by an affidavit. 

4.9 The said further rebate of 40% shall not be applicable on any applicant who is registered as an indigent and 
who receives a monthly indigent subsidy from the Polokwane Municipality.
